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Meat and Meat Products — Protection— Employees. Slaughterhouses — Erec- 
tion or Use. (Ord. Feb. 15, 1916.) 

Sec. 59. All butchers and those handling meats shall be free from any infec- 
tious or contagious disease and shall wear an apron, which shall be kept 
clean. 

Sec. CO. All meats and other animal foods shall be kept clean and sanitary, 
well screened from flies, and shall be delivered or handled so as not to come 
in contact with any foreign substance, and to this end shall be wrapped in 
a clean covering. 

* * e * * # * 

Sec. 65. Slaughterhouses.— No person or persons shall, without the consent 
of the board of health, build or use any slaughterhouse within the limits of 
this city. 

Privies and Cesspools — Location, Construction, and Cleaning — Sewer Con- 
nections Required Where Possible. (Ord. Feb. 15, 1916.) 

Sec. 41. No privy vault or cesspool for sewerage shall hereafter be con- 
structed in any part of the city where a sewer is at all accessible, which shall 
be determined by the board of health, nor shall.it be lawful to continue a privy 
vault or cesspool on any lot, piece, or parcel of ground abutting on or con- 
tiguous to any public sewer within the city limits. The board of health shall 
have the power to issue notice, giving at least three months' time to discontinue 
the use of any privy or cesspool and have it cleaned and filled up. 

Sec. 42. In districts where no sewer exists privy vaults shall not be- located 
within 2 feet of party or street line, nor within 20 feet of any dwelling. Before 
any privy vault shall be constructed application for permission therefor shall 
be made to the board of health; and such privy vault shall have 9-inch walls 
constructed of hard-burned brick, or stone, laid in cement mortar, or of con- 
crete, with the bottom and sides cemented so as to be water-tight — the size to 
be not less than 4 feet in diameter and 6 feet deep. 

Sec. 43. All privy vaults or cesspools shall be cleaned out at least once a 
year, or as often as the board "of health shall decide that they are in an 
unsanitary condition ; and from the 15th of May to the 15th of October of each 
year they shall be thoroughly disinfected at least once every month. 

Sec. 44. No privy vault, cesspool, or reservoir into which a privy, water- 
closet, cesspool, stable, or sink is drained shall be constructed, dug, or per- 
mitted to remain within 50 feet of any well, spring, or other source of water 
used for drinking or culinary purposes. 

Sec. 45. No privy vaults, reservoirs, cesspools, earth privy, or earth closet 
shall be cleaned out or contents transported between the hours of 5 a. m. and 
11 p. m. 

Sec. 46. Every person desirous of being licensed to empty or remove the 
contents of privy wells and sinks within the limits of the city shall make 
application in writing to the board of health, who, on being satisfied with the 
character of the applicant and the security and tightness of his carts, shall 
grant him a license for a period of time not extending beyond the 1st of 
January next following. The license fee for privy cleaning shall be as declared 
by ordinance of the city council. 

Stables and Disposal of Manure. (Ord. Feb. 15, 1916.) 

Sec. 47. The keeper or keepers of a livery stable, or other stable, shall keep 
his or their stable and stable yard or lot clean and shall not permit more than 
two wagonloads of manure to accumulate in or near the same at any one time, 
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except by express permission of the board of health, nor shall any manure be 
removed, except in a tight vehicle, so protected that the manure in the process 
of removal may not be dropped or left in any street, avenue, alley, road, lane, 
or way of the city. 

Domestic Animals — Keeping of Diseased Animals — Disposal of Dead Bodies. 

(Ord. Feb. 15, 1916.) 

Sec. 35. No animal affected with a communicable disease dangerous to public 
health shall be brought or kept within the limits of this city. The carcass of 
any animal which shall have died within the limits of the city shall be removed 
within 24 hours and properly disposed of by the owner of the animal, if the 
owner be known, or in case the ownership is unknown or the carcass is found 
on the highway or other public place, it shall be removed by the board of health 
at the expense of the city. The disposal of all dead animals shall be under 
the direction of the board of health and in accordance with the laws of the 
Commonwealth. The owner of any such dead animal, if known, shall be liable 
for the payment of the costs of the removal thereof, if done by the board of 
health, which costs shall be collected by the city in any manner provided by law 
for that purpose. 

Domestic Animals — Hogs — Keeping Prohibited. (Ord. Feb. 15, 1916.) 

Sec. 62. The raising and keeping of hogs within the corporate limits of the 
city of Uniontown is prohibited, and the keeping of one or more hogs within 
the said city is hereby declared a nuisance, and any person found maintaining 
such nuisance shall be forthwith proceeded against for the violation of this 
ordinance. 

Offensive Trades — Regulation — Permit Required. (Ord. Feb. 15, 1916.) 

Sec. 40: No person or company shall erect or maintain within the limits of 
this city any manufactory or place of business dangerous to life or detrimental 
to health or where unwholesome, offensive, or deleterious odors, gas, smoke, de- 
posits, or exhalations are generated, such as tanneries, refineries, manufactories 
of starch, glue, leather, chemicals, fertilizers, gas, etc., without the permit of 
the board of health (or city council) and all such establishments shall be kept 
clean and wholesome so as not to be offensive or prejudicial to public health, nor 
shall any offensive or deleterious waste substance, refuse, or injurious matter 
be allowed to accumulate upon the premises or be thrown or allowed to run into 
any public water, streams, watercourses, street, avenue, alley, road, ditch, 
gutter, ground, or public place ; and every person or company conducting such 
manufacture [sic] or business shall use the best approved and all reasonable 
means to prevent the escape of smoke, gases, and odors and to protect the 
health and safety of all operators employed therein. 

Nuisances — Prohibition and Abatement. (Ord. Feb. 15, 1916.) 

Sec 38. No person shall maintain or permit to be maintained on property 
owned or kept by him or her within this city any condition productive of a 
nuisance detrimental to the public health, or which may be so declared by the 
board of health and upon receipt of notice from the board of health that such 
condition exists on the property owned or kept by him or her* it shall be his 
or her duty to abate the nuisance created thereby to the satisfaction of the 
board of health within the time limit specified in such notice.
